The miajority-rolled up for the bill 
surprised. even the Republican leaders, 
who: had counted’ on- not more than 85 
or 86 votes at the most. Fourteen out 
of the thirty-three New York city Re- 
publicans voted for the bill. With the 
sevehty-seven up-State Republican votes 
all opposition was snowed under.

MOSBACH,’ March 22.—Detectives roe 
Neuf and Franz. Zimmer, attached 
the Ameri Army, who failed in their 
sensational attempt to apprehend Grover 
“Cleveland Bergdoll, -convicted ‘American 
slacker, were found guilty today in the 
Criminal Court at this Badish village, 
where they were on trial. Neuf was sen- 
tenced to serve fifteen months in jail 
and Zimmer to six months. 

Both were found guilty of an “' illegal 
assumption of power.’’ Neuf also was 
charged with ‘‘ inflicting bodily\injury.” 
During the attempt to arrest Bergdoll 
last January Neuf-accidentally wounded 
a German bride when he shot at an au- 
tomobile in which Bergdoll took flight, 
and in which the girl was riding. 

i{The.four Germans .who acted as as- 
sistants to the. Americans were sen- 
tenced to termsranging from, six to 
eleven months’ in: prison: ~~ 

The trial of the two Americans be- 
gan yesterday. The “American Legion 
employed expert lawyers for their de- 
fense. Bergdoll. appeared to be-ill at 
eape when-on the witness stand. He 
made several conflicting statements and 
the Presiding Judge fourd it necessary 
td. caution him ofice regarding the ‘Ger- 
mah’ perjury law. 

Much <°of the nce - introduced 
against the ‘Americans bore the. stamp 
of ‘perjury. One witness contradicted 
heméelf so frequently that- his testi- 
mony was thrown out. Not uftil Berg- 
doll ~was recalled to the stand; however, 
did downright hostility become apparent. 

On one occasion the Americans’ attor- 
ney asked Bergdoll how long: he stopped 
at the railway station. 

‘Ten. minutes,’’ replied the draft- 
dodger. 

‘“How did you judge the intervals? 
Did you look at your watch?’”’ the at- 
torney. asked. 

The crowd hissed the lawyer gad 
called him names, and the presiding 
Judge ruled that the question was pro- 
vocative. ! 

Later a policeman called, the attorney 
‘‘@ dirty dog,’’ and the Judge only re- 
marked, ‘I did not expect such jan- 
guage from you.’ 

The attorney made a strong plea for 
acquittal, - arraigning Bergdoll in the 
midst of hostile demonstrations from the 
crowd in the courtroom, 

** Also in Germany a deserter con- 
sidered despicable,’’ he told he: court, 
and he declared that Bergdoll was a 
man without honor in his own country. 


He pointed out that the expression of 
syropathy for Bergdoll brought home the 
fact that most of the witnesses were 
with Bergdoll against. the Americans, 
who were doing their duty in good faith, 
as was shown by their having obtained 
German passports. 

Nearly forty witnesses were examined 
during the two days of the trial, and 
among the spectators were several rep- 
resentatives. of the American forces at 
Coblenz.

Américan soldiers and of the Legion, the 
phraseology covering that phase of the 
charges having been stricken out.

CUMMINS TRLLS HOW 
RAILWAYS CAN LIVE 


Senator Says Way Must Be 
Found to Reduce Operating - 
Costs to a Profitable Level. 


LOWTRAFFIC NOT THE CAUSE 











His ‘Congressional Inquiry Will 
Seek Elsewhere for the 
Trouble and the Remedy.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Declaring 
that it must now be obvious that it is 
costing American railroads too much to 
earn the money they are making, if 
the railroads are to survive and render 
the service which the people of the-coun- 
try must have, Senator Albert J. Cum- 
mins, joint author of the -Transporta- 
tion act.of 1920, has given to the.Cham- 
ber. of .Commerce of the United States:a 
statement. setting forth his: reasons for 
urging a proposed Congressianal investi- 
gation of the whole railroad situation. 

Senator Cummins plans to ask the new 
Congress to authorize .a sweeping in- 
vestigation into the operation and fi- 
nancing of the railroads since.they were 
returned. to private. operation a year 
ago,. His analysis. of the situation has 
convinced him that the operating ex- 
“‘penges..of American railways are too 
high; and he feels that Congress as well 
as the traveling and shipping public and 

notvéhippits-atd wry -at-homes; who 
pay Federal taxes and consumers in 
general-4ré entitled to know thé reasoris. 
_ Senator Cummins Mees not think that 
diminished traffic ‘is sufficient to ac- 
count for the negligible net income the 
year will, show, and for the situation 
which he says threatens the solvency of 
many of the best roads of the country. 
He declares that the high cost of operat- 
ing the railroads may be due to ‘‘ mis- 
management, or to inefficiency, or it 
May be due. tod the excessive cost of ma- 
terlal and supplies,‘ or to unreasonable 
compensation paid to those, from Presi- 
dent down, whose labor operates these 
roads,’”’ and that the purpose of his’ {n- 
quiry is to establish the facts. He thinks 
the answer to the problem will not le 
in the main in additional legislation, 
but in ‘‘the prompt and“fair adminis- 
tration of existing law.’’ 

Says Public Should Know. 

‘‘ Present opérating expenses are too 
high,’’ declares Senator Cummins, ‘‘ and 
both Congress and the public adfe inter- 
ested in,knowing the reason. Giving all 
the weight which can be given to the 
diminished traffic, it will*not account 
for the negligible net income which the 
year will show. Neither will it suffice 
to\say that critical comparison of the 


railway performance for the year just. 


closing with the railway performange 
under Federal control is exceedingly 
favorable to private managément, That 
comparison, however satisfactory. to 
those who believe in private ownership 
under public control, does not solve the 
problem. 

*‘ Obviously the conclusion to be de- 
duced is that it is costing the railroads 
too much to earn the money which they 
are-earning. This may he due, of course, 
to mismanagement or to inefficiency, 
or it may be due to the excessive cost 
of material and supplies or to -unrea- 
sonable .compensation paid to those, 
from President down, whose labor oper- 
ates these roads. 

“Jf the railroads are to survive and 
render the service which the people ‘of 
the country must have, the question I 
have proposed must be answered. It 
must be answered speedily, wisely and 
justly. It will. be found, I think, that 
the answer. does not lie in the main with 
additional legislation, but in the prompt 
and fair administration of existing law. 
However that may. be, the people have 
a right to know all the facts and make 
up their;own minds after an intelligent 
consideration of theentire subject, To 
that end the investigation I have sug- 
gested ought to be made, and, so far as 
I can influence the matter, it will be 
made.”’ 

Senator Cummins points out that, 

notwithstanding the increase of some- 
thing like 85 per cent. mm railroad rates 


which became. effective about, the first 
of last September, the railroads, as a 
whole, show a very small net operating 
income, while many of them have not 
earned the cost of maintenance and 
operation.” 
“ There seems ‘to be a widespread mis- 
apprehension,'’ he continues, *‘ with re- 
d to. the causes for this lamentable 
result; or, ff not misapprehension, at 
least a failure to understand a situa- 
tion which threatens the solvency of 
many of the ‘best raifways of the coun- 
try.

OPPOSE SOVIET TRADE PACT. 


Members of All-Rugsian Constituent 
Assembly Protest British Treaty. 


The Dxecutive Committee of the Con- 
ference of the members of the All-Rus- 
sian Constituent Assembly in Paris has 
issued a statement declaring that ‘' the 
Russian people will not consider them- 
zelves bound by the treaty concluded in 
their name by the Bolsheviki with the 
Government of Great Britain,’ accord- 
ing to cable advices received and niade 
public yesterday by A. J. Sack, Di- 
rector of the Russian Information Bu- 
reau in the United States. 

The Executive Committee expresses

FRANCE FOR GIVING 
MINES TO POLAND 


Considers Ally Entitled by Vote 
to 80 Per Cent. of Upper 
Silesia’s Mineral Resources.

PARIS, March 22.—It is stated at\ the 
French Foreign Office ‘that Germany's 
majority in the Upper Silesian voting as 
a whole does not mean that Germany 
gets all the territory. The French Gov- 
ernment takes ‘the stand that Upper 
Silesia must now. be divided in accord- 
ance with the results of the voting. This 
would mean that Poland would get 
about 80 per cent. of the. mineral re- 
sources of the disputed territory. Thus 
Germany, while having a large majority 
in the whole of Upper Silesia, loses that 
for which she sought above all to win 
the election. 

This stand of the French Government 
is opposed to the theme which the Berlin 
Government has already advanced, 
namely, that Upper Silesia should not 
be divided, but’ should go ajl to Ger- 
many. - ; 

The Foreign Office cites Section 5 of 
Annex to Article 88 of the Treaty of 
Versailles: 

‘On conclusion of the voting the num- 
ber of votes cast in each commune will 
be communicated by the commission 
to the principal Allied and Aneoneses 
yo pet ay with a full report as to the ing 
of the vote and a recommendation as to 
the line which ought to be adopted as 
the frontier of Germany in Upper Si- 
lesia. In this recommendation regard 
will be paid to the wishes of the in- 
habitants as ‘shown by the vote and to 
the geographical and economic condi- 
tions of the locality.”’ The Foreign Of- 
fice points also to the provision for 
handing over to Germany and to Poland 
the part of the sanreoty going to. each.

BRITISH MANDATES ISSUED. 


League Announces Terms for Pa- 
cific Isles and Southwest Africa. 


LONDON, March 22 (Associated 
Press).—The League of Nations today 
issued the text of the mandates for the 
administration of Samoa by New Zea- 
land; of Nauru, or. Pleasant Island, in 
the Pacific, a short distance south -of 
the equator, by /Great Britain; of Ger- 
man Southwest /Africa by the Union of 
South Africa, and of the former Ger- 
man possessions in the Pacific south of 


the equator, other than Samoa ‘and 
Nauru, by Australia, in accordance with 
the laws of these mandatories. 

The terms provide for the promotion 
of the material and moral well-being of 
the inhal bitants of the territories, prohi- 
bition of slave trading and .prohibition 
of forced labor excépt for essential pub- 
lic works, for which adequate remu- 
neration is to be paid. 

Traffic in arms and ammunition is to 
be controlled.

A request that the Government take 
steps to procure from Germany the re- 


tary Weeks, signed by John T. Taylor, 
Vice Chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee. The letter eays in part: 

‘TI beg to submit herewith the Ameri- 
can Legion's urgent request that the 
War Department take some prompt and 
decisive step to procure from Germany 
the return of Grover Cleveland Bergdoll 
to this country and the release from a 
German prison of the two American Ser- 
geants, Zimmer and Neuf, now ' being 
tried before a German court at Mos- 

ach.” 

After reciting the stary of the Bergdoll

“The Bergdoll case as it now stands 
is a disgrace to the Government of the 
United States and is-a cruel and unde- 
served. insult to the five million men 
who served America in the World War.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Frank P. 
Walsh, it was: announced here tonight, 
as ‘\cournsel for the Republic of. Ire- 
jJand,” had submitted to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee a memorandum 
which, he said, showed that the cost of 
maintaining the British military forces 
in Ireland, together with payments on 
trish claims, if made as submitted, 
‘would annually amount to a sum equal 
to one-half of the interest on the British 
debt to the United States. The Judiciary 
Committee is investigating loans. 

Mr. Walsh in his memorandum esti- 


mated that British operations in Ire,

$30,000;000 for expenditures of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, $62,000,000 for ‘‘ the 
army of occupation ’’ and $36,000,000: for 
the payment of claims against the Gov- 
ernment for ‘destruction by British 
forces.

‘The doctor in “ The Ghost Between’ 
comes bustling in at the end of the sec- 
ond act to find his decorative wife be- 


{ing wooed by a gay gadabout who is an 


old friend ‘and pensioner of his. 

** Ho, you young dog!” ‘cries the doc- 
tor, or words to that effect.. ‘‘ I'll give 
you my shirt, but not my skirt.’’ 

Which nice distinction is worth quot- 
ing because it is so splendidly “typical 
of the mood and spirit and taste of. the 
new play which was introduced at the 
Thirty-ninth Street ‘Theatre last’ even- 
ing. Any playgoer who thinks that that 
is his kind of play can feel quite safe 
in ordering from the sample displayed 
above.” There is more where that came 
from. : 

“The Ghost Between’’ deals with no 

visible apparition or manifestation from 
the spirit world, but with the memory of 
& first husband, which haunts the house- 
hold. of his successor. en Dr. John 
Dillard tries to help the lovely -relict of 
one of his patients, he finds her too de- 
voted to that memory to marry again 
and too proud to accept the financial aid 
hg presses upon “fier. ’ Whereupon he 

fers to make her his wife in name 
only, so that it will-be quite all right for 
her to share his fortune. . Seemingly, she 
rs not too proud for that. What befalls 
in the remaining scenes may be. safely 
left to the imagination of any old play- 
goer of three years’ experience. 

However,. there were surprises await- 
ing ee’ the canniest and most prophetic 
of the first-nighters last evening. When 
the death-bed prologue came to its end 
on the old-fashioned yowling emotion- 
alism of what is very properly called 2 
strong scene, it is probable that none of 
them. suspected for a moment that they 
were in for a broad farce, which would 
soon break out in such antics that a 
few custard pies . full flight would 
have surprised nobod 

Yet so it befell. Whereat great hi- 
larity ensued. Some of this could be 
accounted for in an Rares 4 entitled ‘‘ The 
Will to Laughter,’ th special de- 
petipenns of the resolute smiles. and 
willing guffaws (accompanied by soft 
smothered cries of ‘‘ Isen’t that just too 
darling?’’) ‘which friends and relatives 
of the author and actors are wont to 
bring to premiéres. But total and mo- 
rose strangers ‘could find many moments 


in “‘The Ghost Between’ amusing 
enough to proceed under their own 
steam. 


Vincent Lawrencé, ‘whom the curtain 
speech described as having meditated all 
this mischief for fifteen years, is the 
author of ‘‘ The .Ghost Between.”’ It 
seems likely that when he first took his 
plot in hand he was uncertain whether 
he had ahead of him an emotional 
drama of the ‘‘ Bought and Paid For” 
school or a eugbtly aromatic farce of 
French ancestr Probably he decided 
to let nature ne its course and the 
result is a - curious ' mixture—like a 
ogee’ story told by an undertaker—a 
laughable ‘incident at the morgue, a 
comedy about a corpse, a guffaw in a 
graveyard. At least we have novelty. 

~The doctor of ‘‘ The Boomerang’’ is 
now practising ins ‘‘ The Ghost. Be- 
tween ”—Arthur Byron no less, It is 
the same Mr. Byron that wags the aris- 
tocrat old Parisian roué in ‘ Trans- 
Planting Jean ’' a month or so ago. In- 
deed, it ts exactly the same Mr. Byron, 
for he distinguishes between the sea- 
soned French baron and the naive 
American doctor in no way, shape or 
manner. He is, cof. course, an amusing 
farceur. And so is this somewhat ex- 
plosive and semaphoric Glenn Anders, 
whose. goings on in ‘‘ The Ghost Be- 
tween ’’ may be laid to the fact that he 
is not quite sure what kind of play 
it is anyhow. | ; His mpyatificatzon is 
explicable.

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POST OFFICES FOR SERVICE. 

In New York, as at Washington 
and Chicago, Postmaster Genera] Hays 
is making the acquaintance of his fel- 
low-workers. He knows the value of 
fixing it in the minds of the employés 
of a great establishment that they will 
be treated fairly and justly; that their 
wishés and their complaints will be 
heard impartially; that there will be 
no favored class and no “ official- 
ism ’’; that everybody will be sure of 
a ‘‘ square deal.’’ ‘*‘ You are to work 
‘‘ with me, not for me, in the sérvice 
‘* of the public,’’ Mr. Hays tells the 
carriers and the clerks and the rest 
of them; and he repeats his assur- 
ance that the Post Office Department 
‘* 4s an institution for service and not 
‘“*an institution for politics or for 
“ profit.’ It is the largest business 
of the Government and it will bé run 
on. business principles. All the em- 
ployés are invited to co-operate in 
making it work efficiently and suc- 
cessfully. 

Every speech of Mr. Hays must de- | 
press the spoilsmen. He keeps reit- 
erating his purpose to keep politics out 
of the department and to widen in it 
the scope of the merit system. This 
insistence gives a’still queerer look to 
the inquiry addressed by Representa- 
tive Fess of Ohio, Chairman of the 
Republican Campaign Committee, to 
Republican members of the House, 
asking their opinion as to the reten- 
tion, modification or revoking of Mr.

The French are entitled to be 
protected against that further outrage. 








WAGES IN THE PACKING 
DUSTRY. 

The packers are middlemen, unpop- 
ular alike with cattle raisers and meat 
eaters. They are held responsible for 
the high cost of meat, although their 
capital and management have reduced 
the price below what meat could be 
sold for under any system of local 
slaughtering. Both the labor and cap- 
ital employed ity the packing industry 
are necessary to it, but the labor can 
be replaced more easily than the capi- 
tal. That is the economics of the in< 
dustry, and those concerned in the 
price of meat are more interested in 
this than in the question whether the 
packers are engaged in a crusade 
against unionism. The spokesmen for 
the workers use intemperate language. 
‘‘ What the packers seek is the de- 
struction of trade unions,’’ says Mr. 
GOMPERS. F 

It would seem that the lowering of 
wages by the packers differs not at 
ali from the other revisions in the 
course of readjustment of our eco- 
nomic conditions. The war market 
which made it possible for the industry 
to increase wages $75,000,000 and 
shorteil the workday has disappeared. 
The unions’ plea that the short work- 
day provides employment when 3,000, - 
000 are unemployed is countered by 
the reply that the short day does not 
provide production necessary to the in- 
dustry, and that its effect and intent 
are to fix punitive overtime. 

Happily, earlier talk of a strike was 
succeeded yesterday by hints of a com- 
There will be a general wish 
that the meat workers, and indeed all 
workers, may receive all that the in- 
dustry can allow them. The meat 
trade is peculiar in that it works on a 
fortnight’s or three weeks’ supply, and 
stocks now are 185,000,000 pounds less 
than last year. Therefore a strike 
would easily and quickly become 
serious. The suggestion, that the re- 
duction of wages should be accom- 
panied with provision for continuance 
of arbitration regarding other condi- 
tions of employment seems worthy of 
adoption by both parties.. In this dis- 
pute, as in other industrial troubles, 
the right note was struck by Vice 
President CootipcE: ‘‘ American busi- 
‘“‘ ness enterprises should deal with 
ae their employes in a way to commend 
“« itself to their sense of justice, and 
‘at the same time keep in mind the 
** necessities of the consumers.’’

A BRILLIANT SOLDIER. 

The ablest field commander of 
American troops in France retired for 
age on Monday a Major General. As 
an authority on strategy and as a 
tactician Hunter Liccetr had no 
superior in the army. He was ac- 
complished also as staff officer and 
organizer. Quiet of manner, mild of 
speech, kind to his men, he was at 
the same time a strict discipl'narian. 
No commander was more popular with 
troops, because their welfare came 
first with him, he gave ear to their 
complaints, and was as just as he was 
firm: His brother officers are unani- 
mous in their praises of him. 

It is the infantry that wins battles. 
LicceTt was an admirable infantry 
officer from the day he left West 
Point. He had ideas, he knew how to 
carry them out, and he had the gift 
of command. His eyes were steady 
in an emergency, his jaw set. A vet- 
eran who had Served under him said: 
‘* That man LiacsTt can lick anything 
“Ocean.”’ On the disabled transport 
Immanuense Major LiGcGcETT, 
midst of his pumping men, kept her 
afloat hour after hour until the City 
of Pekin came to the rescue, thus 
justifying the soldier's tribute. 

During his several years at the War 
College Laccett taught young officers 
the principles of strategy not only in 
lectures, but by ‘riding about the Vir- 
ginia battlefields with them. Ordered 
to the Mexican border. when interven- 
tioh seemed inescapable, his brigade

It was not President Wiis0n’s. fault 
that this brilliant and meritorious sol- 
dier did not retire a Lieutenant Gen- 
eral, as Bates and CorsBIN did for 
minor services if the Spanish War. 
Politics of a petty character accounts 
for the injustice. It will be a reproach 
to Congress if Ligarrr’s deserts are 
not recognized at the approaching ses- 
sion by a special enactment.

PRESIDENT AND PROVOST. 

In appointing General Woop Presi- 
dent, while retaining Dr. PENNIMAN 
as Provost, the University of Penn- 
sylvania has embarked upon an in- 
teresting experiment. The perils of a 
two-headed institution are obvious and 
need not. be dwelt upon. The oppor- 
tunities. are almost equally ‘evident, 
and it is a matter of the utmost con- 
cern to higher education that they 
‘should bé realized. 

In the modern university the admin- 
istrative function is, in point of fact, 
twofold. Where once a man of learn- 
ing sufficed, preferably a clergyman, 
the tendency for a long time has been 
to appoint a layman and, in recent 
decades, a layman with a marked gift 
in business administration and in 
finance. An endowment totaling tens 
of millions has to be husbanded, and, 
in conséquence of a rapid growth both 
in numbers of students and in the 
range of studies taught, there is an 
insistent demand for more funds. It 
may be humanly possible but it cer- 
tainly does not often happen that one 
and the same man is capable of fos- 
tering both the spiritual and the ma- 
terial advance of an institution such 
as Harvard, Yale, Columbia, Penn- 
sylvania. Even if the choice falls 
upon a born scholar and intellectual 
leader, his natural career is thwarted, 
or brought to an end. 

General Woop’s ability as adminis- 
trator is beyond question. His work 
in Cuba has been. generally accepted, 
even in England, as on a Ievel with 
that of CromER in Egypt. His mani- 
fest ability and integrity may safely 
be relied upon to relieve the Provost 
of that commencement function which 
one college President described as 
‘‘ meeting the deficit. by degrees.’’ 
Nor will his magnetic personality fail 
of effect upon the undergraduate 
body. The only possible question is 
whether his’new labors will afford 
him sufficient scope. 

A great opportunity certainly lies 
with the Provost, and it is here that 
the experiment is of chief interest to 
the cause of higher education.. For 
the better part of a century the domi- 
nant impulse in our universities has 
been the so-called scientific method, 
imported from Germany. One result 
in America has been a multiplying 
acreage of laboratories, a stupefying 
extension of the lists of ‘* courses,’’ 
a deepening wilderness of special re- 
ports and doctor’s theses. For one 
OsLeR, our Germanized universities 
produce a hundred scientists whosé 
words to scorn are scattered and 
whose mouths are stopped with dust. 

In their origin our universities were 
dedicated to the higher manifestations 
of truth; today, as always, the people 
who send their sons to them do so 
in the hope that they will be touched 
to a surer dignity of character and 
all the fine issues of the spirit. It 
is with this end in view that Prince- | 
ton has decided to limit strictly the 
number of undergraduates, propor- 
tioning them to the power of the uni- 
versity to impart its best.. If the di- 
vision which the University of Penn- 
sylvania is making between the func- 
tions of management and of educa- 
tion proves successful, it may well 
mark an epoch in the development of 
our larger institutions.

of Nations” the sweetest possible rose. 
The irreconcilables, it is true,, prefer to 
talk of an Association of Nations; but 
unfortunately, that is a phrase of the 
utthost vagueness. It means, sccord- 
ing to the predilections of the speaker, 
anything from a Hagué court to a non- 
Military league’ which is based upon 
sucha ccurt. There ig n6é reproach in 
this; before the ‘* association "’ can’ be- 
coms in any appreciable degree definite, 
the treaty-making power at Washington 
must~come to somé definite agreeijent; 
it must agréé, moréover, with the other 
nations of the’ world upon a. written 
covenant. Hiven when that covenant is 
drafted, as we know’ too well, there 
are likely to be divisions as to its in- 
terpretation. 

With regard to the existing League of 
Nations, these divisions “have now be- 
come pretty clearly defined. By the 
aid of a varying index one can speak 
of it with approximate’ precision. 

There are réally three Richmonds in 
the field. League “A” is defined in 
the covenant. as drafted. But that 
covenant has been radically altered by 
recent action at Géenéva. As we have 
seen, Article X. has been denatured and 
stands to be struck out by an amend- 
ment. Article XVI. (the economic boy- 
cott), which the Senate also objected to 
but refrained from covering by a reser- 
vation, has ‘béen in’ effect nullified. If 
these articles are vital organs of the 
League, then the League has committed 
hara-kiri on the Senatorial doorstep. But 
many warm friends of thé League idea 
regard them not as vital organs but as 
a sort of vermiform appendix. To these 
people the League is alive and stronger 
than ever as a result of that trifling 
operation, appéndicectomy. Let, us call 
this altered League,. which meets the 
main demands of the Senate reservation- 
ists and in some respects goes beyond 
them, League “ B.”’ 

There remains the League’ as it may 
become. The British Embassy at Wash- 
ington is exerting quiet but persuasive 
influence to bring about a conference 
looking toward our entrance into a 
world association. France is making 
more public overtures. This latter move- 
ment is of espécial significance, for 
France was originally opposed to the 
League and accepted it only as a means 
of harmonizing the Peace Conférence. 
Her present action apparently means 
that. the French Government has’ been 
convinced of the efficacy of the Léague 
by actual ag ei bee of it. What will 
come of the Anglo-French movement for 
a& more thoroughly Americanized League 
is at present an unknown quantity; let 
us call it League ‘‘X.’’ This may prove 
to be an entirely original association of 
hations, but many strong forces are 
combined to make it a Idgical modifica- 
tion and development of League ‘‘ B.” 

The solution of this Léague problem 
is the very crux of the quéstion as to 
the stability of Europe and of our own 
continued prosperity. For obvious rea- 
sons only faint murmurs of the move- 
ment reach the press; but to observers 
in Washington the general nature of 
the questions involved is clear. 

With the elimination of Articles X. 
and XVI., as it seems to pro-League 
Republicans, the very real danger of 
committing our nation to responsibility 
as to indefinite future crises—a responsi- 
bility Which Congress could at any time 
repudiate In correct constitutional form— 
was definitely removed, and with it the 
last possible trace of a pretext for re- 
garding the League as a military alli- 
ance or the Council as the organ of a 
superstate, 

The powers of the Council, as defined 
under Article V., are strictly ambassa- 
dorial. ‘‘ Decisions’”’ on all. matters, 
even to the appointment of committees, 
are made not by the representatives in 
the Council, but by the treaty-making 
power of their respective home Govern- 
ments. And to render any decision ef- 
feqtive requiress unanimous agreement 
of the member nations. Cable and wire- 
less—the telephone was largely used at 
Géneva—have madesuchan arrangement 
quite feasible. In the old days, whencom- 
munications were slow and international 
relationships less widespread and less 
intricately interwbveh, accredited agents 
wére of necessity established in the 
many capitals. Doubtless the local Am- 
bassador will continue to be useful, but 
it seems quite in the line of modern 
progress that there should be a circle 
of Ambassadors who can assemble at 
ary given time and place and consult 
simultaneously with one another and 
with their home Governments as to the 
delicately complex affairs of world civ- 
ilization. 


Upon outlining this conception, which 
is the “‘ heart’ of League B, to an ir- 
reconcilable member of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, ah observer 
at Washington noted a startling reac- 
tion. What was once assailed as the 
Council of a Superstate, as the all-pow- 
erful arm of an alliance-of tyrannical 
nations, appeared in a néw light. It was 
described as ‘‘a circle of bellhops.’’ The 
analogy seemed perfect and the 
‘“‘name ”’ vnot. without its utilities. But 
in such matters one cannot be too me- 
ticulous.. Very fortunately, it hap- 
pened that two men were present who- 
had been prominently mentioned for Bu- 
ropean Ambassadorships under the new 
-Administration. ‘The' definition was re- 
ferred to them, and the answer was un- 
equivocal. An Ambassador is a bellhop 
and the Council of League B is a circle 
of bellhops. 

With this verdict two other sihiniatelieds 
of the Senaté Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations: disagreed.

tight. They create forced situations, 
ending in general uneasiness and pro- 
ducing protests and armed demands.

This generous 
idea has been tested and found valid in 
numerous subsequent crisés. 

In the first and best of all commen- 
taries upon the covenant of the League 
Elihu Root summarized these tests;

ous and repeated praise. In 1905 the 
Algeciras conference gavé Germany time 
for reflection and gave the principal, 
nations concerned opportunity for an 
exchange of views, a discussion of in- 
terests and potentialities, without Which 
there would probably have béen.war. In 
1912, when the Balkan War threatened 
to spread among the great powers, Am- 
bassadors from all ovef Europe met in 
London and managed to avert the crisis. 
Finally, in 1914, Sir Hdward Grey én- 
deavored to bring about a similar con- 
férence, and it ia probable that if he 
had succeeded the great war would have 
heén averted. The League of Nations 
possesses such a council, and its ac- 
tivities are not merely occasional but 
permanent. | Relieved of all embarrass- 
ing and impossible, obligations, as it 
already is. and as it must be under 
League X., it-would perform invaluable, 
indispensable service.

‘Measure Legalizing Sport Adopted 
by Missouri Legislature.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 22.— 
Horse racing .will be established in Mis- 
souri under legal sanction within nihety 
days and without any restrictions on 
betting, unless Governor Hyde vetoes a 
bill passed by the Legislature during the 
final rush under guise of an “ army 
horse breeding act.’’ 
‘The bill was signed by Lieut. Gov. 
Lloyd today, as presiding officer of the 
Benate,and sent.to the Governor’s office.

Mr. Hays called attention to conges- 
tion, particularly in the night hours, at 
the Washington Post Office, when clerks 
are almost buried by letters that have 
been’ mailed after ordinary business 
hours. The mass of Government mail 
that leaves Washington every twenty- 
four hours makes the, situation in the 
local Post Office similar to that in the 
larger cities of New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia, where Posrmasters have 
urged business houses to distribute more 
evenly the load on mail clerks by post- 
ing letters earlier in the day. 

The Cabinet was told that of the 700,- 
000 pieces of first-class mail that .go 
daily from Washington, only 100,000 
reach the Post Office between 8° A. M. 
and 4 P. M. WBighty-five per cent. pours 
into the Post Office between 4. and 7 
P. M., swamping the clerks and delay- 
ing the’ dispatch of important Govern- 
nent communications. 

Pointing out that 76 per cent. of the 
surplus mail comes from Government 
offices, Mr.-Hays announced that the 
‘matter of reforming .the mail service 
in Washington rested squarely with of- 
ficials in all branches of the Govern- 
ment at Washington, and he made a 
personal appeal to the Cabinet to assist 
in speeding up the mail service by dis- lt 
tributing this overload during business 
hours.

House, Mr. Hays’s direct appeal won 
favor with the President, who is -re- 
ported to have declared it to be a happy 
augury of efficiency in the Post Office 
Department to go ta those directly re- 
sponsible for delay in sorting the mail. 
Hereafter. all routine correspondence 
from the executive offices will.be mailed 
as soon as signatures have been affixed, 
and other Cabinet members promised 
Mr. Hays similar co-operation.

President Wilson, for part of his Pres- 
idential. service, saw the. newspaper cor- 
respondents on Monday mornings and 
Thursday afternoons.

“pension due to the delicate situation 
growing out of the: German submarine 
warfare, when Mr. Wilson felt that it 
would be unwise to permit himself to be 
subjected to questions by newspaper rep- 
resentatives. 

The press conferences, so. called, were 
kept up for a considerable period after 
| the sinki of the Lusitania. They 

were suspended ‘some time in 1916, but 
it was intimated at the White House 
that they would be resumed after the 
election of that year, when the President 
returned to Washington from Long 
Branch, where he had spent the period 
of the political campaign.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—President 
Harding accepted today an invitation to 
attend the unveiling in New York City 
on April 19 of the equestrian: statue of 
Simon Bolivar which is being presekted 
to the city by the Government of Vene- 
zuela. 

The invitation was extended to the 
President by Sefior Dr. Santos A. Dom- 
jnici, Venezuelan Minister, who called 
at the White House this afternoon with 
a delegation, which included Sefior Don 
Manuel Segunda Sanchez, Director of 
the National Library of Venezuela; and 
Dr. Francisco J. Yanes, Assistant Di- 
yector. of the. Pan American’ Union. 
President Harding told its members that 
he would be more than pleased to be 
present at the unveiling. 

This is the first invitation President 
Harding has accepted to leave Washing- 
ton since entering the White House, and 
it is thought that he will take an op- 
portunity for an important utterance 
regarding his Latin American policy. 
He has the desire to bring about closer 
relations between the United States and 
all the Latin American republics. 

The idea of attending the Bolivar statue 
unveiling was first brought to his at- 
tention. in February by John Barrett, 
former: Director of the Pan American 
Union. 

A cable dispatch today from Venezuela 
states that Dr. Esteban Gil. Borgez, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, will come 
at the head of a special mission to, 
attend the unveiling. ‘This is looked on 
asa sign of the appreciation of the 
Venezuelan Government and people of 
the honor paid them in the erection of 
the statue.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, commander of the 
Chicago Corps Area of the Army, who 
is being sent to the Philippines to make 
an investigation of conditions with a 
view to enabling President Harding to 
determine whether the Filipinos are 
qualified to receive their independence, 
will retire from the active list of the 
army immeiiately after his return to 
this country next September. 

Secretary Weeks permitted it to. be- 
come known ‘today that General Wood 
had indicated to the department -that 
he would like to retire after he submits 
his Philippine report, so as to be able to 
accept the Presidency of the University 
of Pennsylvania. It is understood that 
General Wood. will receive -a salary “of 
$25,000: a, yeay-for his services to the 
university, which is considerably more 
than he can ever receive in any high 
military rank in the ‘army. 

General Wood: and wW. Cameron 
Forbes, who are regarded by President 
Harding and Secretary’ Weeks as being 
best qualified, by reason of their prior 
service in the Philippines, to study and 
report the facts as to the ability. of the 
Filipinos to stand alone, dined = with 
President Harding at the White House 
last night. They will not return to 
Washington before sailing from: San 
Francisco, on a mail steamship, om 
April 2, for Manila. They willbe: gone 
five months. One month will ke ‘spent

ditions in the Philippines and one month 
returning. This will bring them back 
about the first of September.. 

Their report will be ready for delivery 


mediately afterward General Wood will 
be permitted to retire. ; 
Secretary Weeks stated today that 
there was evidence available that former 
President Wilson was probable inaccu- 
rate in his recent declaration to :Con- 
gress that the Filipinos were ready for 
independence. Whether the Filipinos 
are ready to stand alone is a matter of 
fact, and the Administration, it is un- 


derstood, is going to be guided wholly 
by the views of General Wood and for- 
mer Governor Forbes, after a personal 
survey of conditions. General Wood and 
Governor Forbes have the benefit of a 
very complete knowledge of Philippine 
affnirs. But they are going to Manila 
with open minds, with a view to check- 
ing up on the facts and ascertaining 
whether the people of the islands are 
qualified for independence. . 

Unless they uncover facts that will 
materially change the situation as the 
members of the new Administration see 
it, it is not believed that ae a 
for the Filipinos will follow. If they 
think the Filipinos are able to stand 
alone, and that they should’ have théir 
independence, General. Wood and. Gov- 
ernor Forbes will not hesitate to say so 
in their report.

ASPHALT AFLOAT IN GULF. 


Strips Reaching Shore Cover Several 
Miles of Texan Beach. 


VELASCO, Texas, March 22.—Fisher- 
mén returning from Quintana Beach re- 
ported the arfival upon the coast of 
thousands of tons of fresh asphalt, 
borne upon the waves of thé Gulf. Blan- 
ketlike strips of twénty-five to fifty feet 
in length and varying in thickness tp 
to several feet have béen cast tp along 
several miles of the beach, they reported. 

H. J. Parks, one of the fishermen, éx- 
perienced difficulty in making his way 
through the surf to shore after the first 
strip of asphalt had bowled him over. 

The temperature of the asphalt indi- 
cated its origin was close to the coast, 
according to the fishermen. Thé beach 
for a strétch of approximately ten miles 
has taken oh thé characteristics of a 
myer a ecdway. 

The pl anomenon of asphalt appearin 
in the béach surf revives stories tol 
many years ago by coast residents of 
similar occurrencés long before the dis- 
covery of the Tampico ofl fields. The 
theory has been advanced in the past 
that the asphalt originated from some 
section of the” bo ofrom of the gulf 
throu fo an earth disturbance causing

But at the moment such influence is 
hardly perceptible, 

The abnormal character of the money 
ra ode ph but it is part of 

the abnormal! credit situation. It ts pos- 
sible to say that, except for a year ago 
and for actual panic years such as 1907 
and 1893 and 1873, the present rates for 
Money on call and time are the highest 
quoted in March for half a century. But 
this is no more remarkable than the fact 
that the Bank of England's present 7 
per cent. discount rate, which has now 
been kept unchanged for nearly twelve 
months, is also at a level never estab- 
lished in that institution’s history for a 
century past except in the face of a great 
English. or Ameérican financial panic. 
Perhaps the simplest explanation of such 
®@ phenometion is that the waste of real 
capital has never been greater than in 
the recent war and that the excessively 
heavy after-war taxation is handicap- 
ping fresh accumulation of capital. But 
such admitted facts throw an interesting 
light on the unquestionably strong finan- 
cial pressure which is just now being 
applied to the Bank of England to re- 
ducé its rate. 

Yesterday’s stock market again pre- 
sented nothing to view except the alter- 
nating éxperimerits, on the selling or 
the buying side, by what appeared to 
be several groups of proféssional specu- 
lators with divergent ideas. Under such 
auspices, prices declined at the start, 
recovered rapidly, lost part of the re- 
covery and énded with advances for the 
day in the large majority. Two or 
three stocks closed with considerable 
net declines, but & much larger number 
ended “2 to 3 points higher. 

The moderate reaction in foreign ex- 
change left most rates where they were 
two or three days ago. Exchange on 
Berlin went back to last week’s level. 
Wall Street again talked of the Silesia 
plebiscite as an influence—which was 
probably superfluous. A decrease of 
423,000,000 marks in paper circulation, 
as shown in the German Bank’s weekly 
statement, brought the outstanding to- 
tal .1,300,000,000 marks below Dec. 31. 
But it exceeds that of March, 1920, by 
25,000,000,000 marks, or nearly 59 per 
oent. 

Yesterday's statement from Washing- 
ton of our export of agricultural com- 
modities last month throws some light 
on the figures of February’s total for- 
eign trade, published last week. It then 
appeared that total exports had fallen 
heavily, the decrease from January 
being $166,000,000 and the decrease 


000; the month’s total exports being, in 
fact, the smallest since June of 1918 and 
far below the monthly average of any 
year since 1916. The separate figures 
now given for last month’s export of 
cotton, breadstuffs and oil show a com- 
bined decrease of $58,900,000 from Janu- 
ary and of $81,000,000 from February, 
1920. This would mean that all other 
exports last ‘month were $106,000,000 
smaller than the month before and $74,- 
000,000 smaller than in 1920. 

Of such a decrease no previous monthly 
statement has given any sign. It 
would indicate on its face that the long- 
predicted shrinkage in manufactured ex- 
ports has begun. Exporters, familiar 
with the actual outward movement, 
have been at loss to understand why 
Washington’s foreign trade statements 
did not reflect it several months ago. 
Secretary Hoover has confided to the 
people, however, that the real secret 
has lain in the slackness and dilatori- 
ness of the Bureau of Foreign Com- 
mercé, whose agents seem to have been 
content to carry over to a subsequent 
month such export figures as came in 
too late to make convenient their in- 
clusion in the month of shipment.

Mr. Morse found that some one hau 
‘tapped’ his desk telephone on the 
third floor. of the Maritime Exchange 
Building at 78 Broad Street.

Mr, 
Morse then employed -private detectives 
and they learned that in the early part 
of. the month a man had talled on the 
lessee ofthe building at 74 Broad 
Street, saying that: he was a represen-

which would lead to the urrest of men 
believed to be involved in thefts of 
millions of dollars’ worth: of.

dustice Erlanger Enjoins Work- 
ers of Restaurant ard Scores | 
“Attacks on Others. 


| Useless Weapon Unless Accompa- 
nied by Threats, Making Fear ; 
; Supreme. Argument. r 


In granting an injunction yesterday to 
‘the management of’ the Pfe-Catalan 
restaurant in West Thirty-ninth Street 
against officers and members of the Na- 
tional Federation of .Workers in. the 
[oo | Hotel, Restaurant, Lunchroom, Club and 
MON! Catering Industry, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Erlanger made a sharp ruling as 
‘to picketing. -He pointed out. that al- 
though the: New York courts have held 
that they will countenance a certain 
kind of picketing as legal, the purpose 
of picketing made it necessary to carry 
it on in such a manner that it was like- 
| ly to become unlawful. 

The strike against the restaurant be- 
gan in February, when about 100 wait- 
ers and kitchen hands quit. They con- 
tended that the restaurant force was 


fully organized, but the proprietors said 


that they conducted an open shop and 
were not concerned whether their: em- 
ployes were unionized. Sinee the strike 
began only non-union workers have been 
emploged, and the Court in comment- 
ing on the evidence said that he did 
not believe ‘* the picketing has been as 
peaceful and gentle ag counsel for the 
defendants would have me believe.’ 
Justice Hrlanger said that the papers 
before him revealed ‘‘a series of acts 
of violence. against the employes. and 
iftended patrons so shocking that one 
is almost stunned at the thought that 
such occurrences are possible in a civil- 
ized community.’’ 

**If to strike and picket means that 
employers must, through violence, in- 
timidation and threats of destruction of 
their business, yield to the demands 
which they, the strikers, through their 
union: shall see fit to impose, that is a 
direct challenge to existing laws. and de- 
fies the. basic principle of freedom® of 
action on which our form of govern- 
ment rests,’ the opinion held. 

“When I said in a cited case that 
strikes and picketing are lawful, I mean 
of course those conducted 4 lawful 
means, ‘The fact must not be lost sight 
of that the right to picket, which is re- 
garded in the eyes of-the union as a 
sacred one, was created by the courts 
and solely by them, and it is. that tri- 
bunal which must correct abuses if any 
arise under the determinations made by 


i“ "The fundamental thought underlying 
such decisions no doubt was, and is, not 
of a greater liberty to be exercised by 
them, but for the betterment of the 
worker if such result could.be brought 
about, and to this central idea no. one 
can or will find fault. 

** Picketing; unaccompanied by threats 
and intimidation, is a useless weapon. 
Its effectiveness and its very essence is 
in the terror that it excites. If done 
peaceably it would be futile. ‘It follows, 
then, that the fear, if not the terror, 
that the picketing carries with it is the 
keystone of the arch and potential ele- 
ment to the success of the cause. We 
have here established assaults, threats 
to employes, &c. Are all these charges 
mere fables? Weré the assaults and in- 
furies self-inflicted? Is the use of tax!- 
cabs to carry the employes b and 
forth merely a whim? .Are employes to 
bé coerced and oppressed by threats of 
injury and held remediless because, for- 
sooth, the charges are denied? Is the 
State to be held so-weak that it cannot 
protect those who desire to work but 
are fearful of the result if they do? Is 
@ worker to be deprived of his right to. 
live even though he be willing to work 
for a wage acceptable to him, or forced 
to join a union against his will? If 
these things‘ are permitted and the 
edurts are to be held powerless to pro- 
tect the. weak against the strong, then 
the law is a mockery. the claim that 
ours is a Government of laws and not 
of men is to be upheld, conduct of the 
kind set forth in ithe moving papers 
must be dealt -with.”’
